which he likes not,neither then nor now; if hee blame any, it will 
refle& on the Iawgiver, God himſelfe, who preſcribed thoſe lawes 
to Ay/es. But whathath Maſter Dellto alleadge againſt the compel- 
ling of men totheduties of the outward worſhip of God ?

5:5. yea, though God might not give ſuch frequent teſtimonies of 
converlion by Eccleliaſticall-Reformation, yet very often I finde the 
uſefulnefle of it, in a way of conviction,2 Thef,3.14.

Mr, Dell having by five differences diſtinguiſht Heart-Reformati- 
on from Eccleſtaſticall Reformation ; thinks that by caſting a luſtre 
on the former ( which indeed it deſerves') heedoth blemiſh the lat= 
ter, but yet it ſeverall paſſagesin his Sermon bee well weighed, in-

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teu the Theſſalian, meeting him,drew his {word,thruſt him into the 
body, thought thereby to kill him, but it was {o ordered by a divine 
band,that the thruſt of the ſword was into his Impoſthume,by which 
the corruption was let out,his life ſaved, and his Impoſthume cured, 

which by all the care of friends,and kill of Phyficians could not be 
Cured before: As God made Caiphas prophecy truth concerning 1oh.1 71. 50 
Telus Chritt, whom he neither knew nor reverenced, even ſo hath the 
Lord made Mr.Dell ſpeak well of that Government which he neither 
underſtands norloves, for obſerve what hee writes of Eccleſiaſtical 
Reformation, that it buſteth it ſelfe in reforming the outward man, Serm,

Jeeve never was)it had been an impious and uqwarrantable thought; 
to think to doethat work, which belongs onely to Jeſus Chriſt. As 
"tis a badthouÞM in the Pope to conceive he can givepardons for 
fin?tis a bad in any,if he ſhould think hee can give Grate to ſinners, 

Thicdly,he takes it for granted that the intention in the Parliament 
to reforme was good, but the execution of that intention wagsevill : 


whereas,certainly,ifthe ation or the execution of a thought bs m 
the

ſo, ifthe Parliamens ſhould make ittheir work to reforme mens 
hearts, and that beevill, then nndonbredly the thought andintend- 
ment of this work, muſt beevill alſo; which may evince Mr.Dell, of a 
third abſurdity, in holding that intention in the Parliament to be 
good, and the execution of this evill. 

Fourthly, He makes it the groundor reaſon why the Parliament 
ſhall not make it their work'to Reforme the {pirituall Church (as he 
calls it Ji.e.why they ſhall noe undertake to reform mens hearts, be- 


cauſe they have been men of warre,and have ſhed mach blood; ſo that 


belike, if the Parliament had not been a warlike Parliament,then it 
had been their work to undertake to reforme the hearts of men, bur 
they having ſhed much blood, muſt not now meddle with the Refor- 
mation of the Church ; well argued Mr. Del, | 
Fifthly, by this manner of arguing, becauſe the Parliament have 
been men of warre, and have ſhed blood , and therefore cannot re- 
forme the Church ; if this realon ſtoodin forceas the impediment, 
then Jeſus Chriſt himſelfe ſhould not undertake this Work of Refor- 
mation(which would bee blaſphemy'to conceive) tor Chriſt isa man 
of warre, and is faideo have his veſture dipt in the blood ofhis ene- 


mi:s, which Brightman expounds to bee the Turk in the Eaft, the Brightman © 


Beaſt, and the falſe Prophet in the Weſt. Now all warres againſt 
Turk and Pope,are Chriſts warres,done by his Authority and appro- 
bation; ſolikewiſe the warre which the Parliament hath undertaken 
may be ſaid to be rather Chriſts warre then theirs, Nis Cauſe,his peo- 
pleghis Trath, his glory being concernedtherein. Now this Reaſon 
would exclude Chriſt(which God forbid) as well as any other, trom 
ſetting about Church-reformation. . 

Sixthly, hee layes a blemiſh on the Hononrable Houſe of Com- 
mons, as if they did not yet undetftand the Reformation of the 
Churchz andas if they did not yet acknowledge, that toreform mens 
hearts is too hard a work for them; I beſeech you obſerve whe- 
ther his words bring him not into this Abſurdity. His words are 
theſe, pag-14.1.13. Tow did well that you thought zo reform the Church, but 
when you nnderſiand the Reformation of the Church, is as great a work @s the 
redemption of it,1 ou will acknowledge the work 3s 100 great for Tow. 

Doe not theſe words plainly intimate,as if the Parliament did not 


yet underſtand theReformation of ay a of men to be as great as

work of Reformation to bee too hard for them; Oh the impudence 
of the man that ſhould caſt ſuch a ſhameleſſe atperfion on fo grave 
and judicions a Councel,(o intelligent and profound in matters {pi- 
rituall and civill. h | 

Chriſt ſent his Diſcipks not forth with any power of ſwords, or gens, 
ar priſons ts reforme the World, or with any power of States or Armies, but 
fent forth poore illiterate and meehanick men, and onely armed them with 
the power of the Word , and behold what Wonders they wrought by that 
power alone! $4 | 4.109 

I. Presbyterians (as well as Mr. Del) grant that fire and ſword, 
priſons, and the co-aftive power of the Magiſtrate by infliting cor- 
porall puniſhments,is not Gods way of planting the Goſpel in a hea- 
then nation which never heard of the Goſpel before: All Proteſtant 
Authors acknowledgethat it is the Word, not the ſwerd that muſt 
propagate the Goſpel ; let the Pope, Spaniard , Mahomet, propa- 
gate Religion by the ſword; I know n@ne of a Presbyterian judgment 
that pleads for that. 

2, Thoſe of a Presbyterian way do utterly renounce this praRtiſe; 
acknowledging the power of -Church-retormation extends not ſo 
farreas to reach to eftate,liberty, or lite, the cenfures of the Church 
are onely ſpirituall, ſuch cenſures that reach toeſtate, liberty,or life, 
are committed onely to the Magiſtrates hand ; wherefore Mr, Def is 
toblame here tacitly to ſuggeſt,as if ſome would have ſwords, guns, 
and priſons to be the Churches weapons, and inftruments;and what 
ee doth but privately bint at, here he doth openly declare el{where, 
as if ſome in this age preacht that the government of the Church, 'which hath 
power over menseſtates, bodies and lives, belongs not to King nor Pailiament, 
but tothe 84inifters and theit Elders; Some indeed may preach it, as Mr, 
Dell hath written it,upon hear-ſay,and fo charge that on the Prezby- 
terians what they never meant; unleſſe he names the men, and proves 
the words, I ſhall not beleeve that any of a Presbyterian judgement 
ſhould preach thus: read over all the Presbyterian Authors about Ec- 
cleſiaſticall diſcipline , they unanimouſly renounce that the govern- 
ment of the Church reaches to mens eſtates,liberty and lives,but that 
cenſures in thoſe regards belong to the ſecular powers.
